tem is the best?” Walgreen testi- 
fied. 

“I told her to keep the standards 
taught her by her mother,” said 
Walgreen. “Her mother would not 
understand.”’ 


Prof. Charles E. Merriam, head of 
the university's political science de- 
partment, testified recent attacks 
upon the university were attempts 
at “grand larceny of human reputa- 
tion and achievement.’

Report in Reno Is Woolworth

RENO, Nev., May 13.— 
Barbara Hutton Mdivani, 

‘D and 10 cent store” heiress, 
| tained an absolute divorce from 
| Prince Alexis Mdivani Trans- 
| caucasian Georgia in a brief, secret 
| hearing here today. 

Granting of the decree left her 
| free for a possible marriage to the 
| Danish nobleman, Count Kurt

From a reliable source it was 
'learned there would be no wedding 
today unless there is a sudden 
change in plans.

The Princess told in private her 
| story. of the “extreme cruelty” al- 
_leged to have been inflicted on her

' ing to begin. The two-year mar- 
riage was ended in a few min- 
utes. With his customary deep- 
voiced “judgment for the plaintiff,” 
Judge Moran restored the Princess 
to “single blessedness.” 

Aside from the fact Judge Moran 
had an unusually early breakfast in 
order to reach court before his or- 
dinary 9 o'clock arrival, Princess 
Barbara’s divorce case was little 
different from the thousand of oth- 
ers tried each year in Reno. 

The privilege of an early hearing 
was granted the Woolworth heiress 
in order to permit her to avoid 
crowds of the curious. The Princess 
climbed narrow, dark stairs to the 
second-floor courtroom. By using 
the rear entrance she eluded most 
of the spectators around the main 
courthouse entrance. She entered 
the courtroom at 8:41 in company 
with her attorneys, George B.

WASHINGTON, May 13.—Sena- 
tor Huey P. Long charged in the 
Senate today that the Government 
had been defrauded out of hun- 
dreds of thousands of _ dollars 
through the manipulation of public 
building contracts by Postmaster- 
General James A. Farley. In sup 
port of this accusation he produced, 
among other documents, an affi- 
davit signed by a former employe 
of James A. Stewart & Co., con- 
tractors, which recited colorful de 
tails of a purported secret working 
arrangement between Farley and 
the company. 

Renewing his demand for a Sen- 
ate investigation of Farley's officia} 
conduct and his political and busi- 
ness connections, Long tossed a suc- 
cession of bombshells into the ranks 
of administration Senators by 
launching fresh accusations, and of- 
fering to produce evidence, the ex- 
istence of which had not previously 
been intimated. 

The Senate Committee on Post- 
offices and Post Roads, headed by 
Senator McKellar of Tennessee, 
loyal administration supporter, had 
recommended against an investiga- 
tion, on the ground that Long’s 
charges were “vague.” 

Cites Pendergast’s Appeal. 

Long declared that Farley, in re- 
sponse to an appeal from “Boss” 
Tom Pendergast of Kansas City, in- 
tervened to end the prosecution of 


John Lazia, Kansas City gangster 


who later was machine-gunned to 


death, and that only the aggressive- 
ness of the grand jury foreman pre- 
vented the case from being drop- 
ped. 

He declared that specifications 
for an annex to the New York post- 
office, calling for the use of a large 
quantity of fine Missouri marble, 
were altered, through Farley's in- 
fluence, and cheaper marble from 
other states substituted, and that 
the difference in price—amounting 
to more than $600,000—went “into 
the pocket of the contractor, or 
someone else.” 

He asserted that an investigation 
of this transaction by the _intelli- 
gence unit of the PWA was halted 
through the influence of Farley and 
the Treasury Department, and that 
Farley “grabbed” all incriminating 
correspondence to prevent the Sen- 
ate from getting hold of it. 

He asserted that special issues of 
postage stamps, having a market 
value of approximately $500,000, 
were distributed to persons who 
were being solicited to purchase 
building materials from companies 
in which Farley was financially in- 
terested. 

He charged that construction 
firms receiving Government con- 
tracts were instructed to pay their 
insurance premiums to a New York 
man designated by Farley, namely, 
J.L. Nolan. Long plainly intimated 
that Nolan was acting as Farley's 
agent. 

He said that Farley ordered the 
Stewart company to pay $303,000 to 
the Raisler Heating Co., “in which 


Farley had indicated an interest.” 
Senate Crowded, Lines Outside. 
It had been announced that Long 

would renew his attack on Farley, 

and, as is usual on such occasions, 
the galleries were crowded, and long 
lines formed outside the doors.

FEES IN HANDLAN SUIT 


Judge O'Malley Allows $32,- 
000 to Attorneys for 
Daughters. 


Fees totaling $39,425 were al- 
lowed by Circuit Judge O'Malley 
today to attorneys in the recent liti- 
gation involving the trust estate of 
Alexander H. Handlan and the 
Handlan-Buck Manufacturing Co., 
which he founded. The estate has 
been in litigation frequently since

The Court today allowed $32,000 
to the law firms of Jones, Hocker, 
Sullivan, Gladney & Reeder, and 
Buder & Buder, and Ravid Baron, 
attorneys for Handlan’s daughters.

lan, who were trustees of his estate, 

An additional fee of $1250 was al- 
lowed to John S. Leahy, who had 
been allowed $7500 previously for 
his services as attorney for the 
Handlan-Buck receiver, Nelson W., 
McLeod.

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FARM ELECTRIFICATION HEAD 
TO WORK WITH UTILITIES 


But They Must Establish Low 
Rates First, Says Acting Gov- 
ernment Official. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 13.—Morris 
L. Cooke, acting director of the new 
Rural Electrification Administra- 
tion, today said co-operation with 
private utilities, provided they es- 
tablished low rates, would be the 
aim of the Gcvernment agency. 
President Roosevelt today formally 
nominated Cooke to be administra- 
tor. 

Cooke, a Philadelphia consulting 
engineer, drafted by the President, 
said four general plans had been 
suggested to bring electricity to the 
5,000,000 farm homes nosy without 
it. They are: Government loans 
from a part of the $4,000,000,000 
work-relief fund to private utillties 
for extension of their present facil- 
ities into rural areas; Government 
loans exclusively to state und pub- 
lic agencies; Government loang only 
to co-operative rural organizations; 
formation of a Delaware corpora- 
tion, similar to the electric home 
and farm authority now operating 
in the Tennessee Valley, to carry 


,out all rural electrification plans. 


Cooke indicated that present 
plans would include cost of wiring 


a farm home and all necessary ap- 


pliances as well as building the 
power lines to the farm.

Radio Priest Says His Social 
Justice Union Is Against 


Proposal to Confiscate 
Riches. 


By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, May 13.—The Rev. Fa- 
ther Charles E. Coughlin, in his ra- 
dio address last night, declared “so- 
cial justice refuses to accept the 
theory of confiscating the wealth 


of the nation and then afterwards 
dividing it equally among all the 
citizens.” 


“On the contrary,” he added. “as 
we approach the problem of distri- 
bution, social justice recognizes 
that our national wealth originated | 
from the application of man’s labor. | 
It likewise recognizes that no group 
of men can conspire so to concen- 
trate the ownership and use of the 
nation’s raw materials as to prevent 
their fellow men from_ supplying 
their labor thereto in order to gain | 
a just livelihood.” 

“The unavailability of money,” he 
said, ‘is due to the fact that its vol- 
ume is imprisoned by those who 
control it for their own greedy pur- 
poses as they prefer to. practice 
principles which are contrary to so-| 
cial justice.” 

Father Coughlin made a direct 
appeal to President Roosevelt to! 
sign the Patman bonus bill “in the 
name of the millions who joined the 
national union, in the name of the 
greatest lobby the people ever es- 
tablished.” 

“You were called demagogue for 
uttering the same philosophy which 
| I utter today,” he said in addressing 
his remarks to the President. “You 
| were called demagogue by the same 
forces that oppose us today.” 
| He promised the President ‘'1,000,- 
000 telegrams with not less than 5,- 
000,000 names” to support passage 
(of a bill “restoring to Congress the 
' right to coin and regulate the value 
of money.” 

“Social justice,” he said in refer- 
ring to the banking system of the 
country, “is impossible and imprac- 
tical unless we hegin at the begin-| 
ning and nationalize the Federal re- 
serve banks.”

WASHINGTON, May 13. — The 
House Military Committee was dis- 
closed today to have resumed quiet- 
ly—behind closed doors—its investi- 
gation of War Department business 
tactics. 

Chairman McSwain (Dem.), South 


Carolina, confirmed renewal of the

A special counsel giving full time 
to the investigation has been scru- 
tinizing the affairs of Joseph Silver- 
man Jr. of New York, a dealer in 
army surpluses. Contracts in which 
he was involved were investigated 
in a District of Columbia grand 
jury probe last year. 

After five weeks of study, the 
jury declined to return any indict- 
ments. It then handed over a 
transcript of the testimony to the 
Military Committee. 

The present inquiry, McSwain 
said, involves not only Silverman, 
but also two kinsmen and several 
army officers. 

The exact course of the new 
search was concealed. But it was 
learned that W. Frank James, the 
committee counsel, recently had a 
truck and two trunks filed with 
records brought to Washington. 

Silverman himself then was called 
before a small group of members. 
McSwain said he might be asked to 
testify again shortly. 

Silverman was reported to have 
told the grand jury he had a two- 
way contract to sell back 700,000 
suits of underwear to the War De- 
partment at the price he paid for

Much has been said during the depression 
of an existing over-supply of houses. Today 
even real estate interests admit this is not 
the case, it never was true as far as the low- 
er-income groups were concerned. The so- 
called over-supply was largely the result of 
enforced doubling-up of families. 

Housing needs depend on the net increase 
in the number of families, the size of the 
housing shortage at the present time, the 
number of dwellings which should be demol- 
ished, the size of the so-called necessary 
housing reserve, and certain other conditions. 

Between 1920 and 1930, there was in the 
United States a gross increase of 11,800,000 
families, a net increase of 5,500,000 after 6.- 
300,000 families dissolved, principally through 
death or divorce, were deducted. The gross 
increase during 1935-45 mav be estimated to 
be over 15,000,000 marriages, the net increase 
7,700,000, 

Next, as to the shortage of dwellings. The 
shortage will be in all likelihood from 3,500,- 
000 to 5,250,000 dwellings for the period. 

The third factor is the number of dwell- 
ings which should be demolished. Although 
the average life of a building in the United 
States has never been definitely established 
it may be put at 50 years. The number of 
unfit homes probably stands between 3,000.- 
000 and 4,000,000. To this must be added 
those needing major structural repairs. 

Finally, take the housing reserve necessary 
to provide for normal changes in residence. 
Computed usually on a basis of 2 to 4 per 
cent, provision for from 600,000 to 700.000 
vacant apartments must be included in any 
adequate housing program. A large propor- 
tion of vacancies that always exist represent 
either unfit housing or expensive housing, 
which few can afford. 


The situation in the United States today 
bears a striking similarity to that abroad 
after the war. 

England went through a trial-and-error 
period and has now come to some significant 
conclusions, embodied in the housing bill 
recently introduced into Parliament. 

With the shortage solved in great measure, 
there are definite signs that England is pre- 
pared to take the lead in lifting housing 
standards, slum clearance and sound city 
planning. The pressure of public opinion, 
influenced by the press and the church, has 
projected the most radical housing legisla- 
tion ever formulated by any government. 
The housing bill is sponsored by a conserva- 
tive administration—spurred on by Labor 
victories in elections. A definite national 
standard is laid down. For the first time, 
over-crowding is legally defined and an ef- 
fort made to make it a punishable offense. 

Here in the United States, the attempt was 
made in vain. merely to have included in the 
last census the figures on the actual number 
of persons per room. 

Local housing authorities are to be charged 
with responsibility for putting the British 
legislation into practice. They must make a 
survey of housing conditions, before proceed- 
ing to make practical application of the new 
law. One of their most important duties

Only now, after 14 vears of low-cost con- 
struction, is England starting aggressively 
on slum clearance. In my judgment, this is 
wise, for in times of housing shortage, the 
greatest energy should be concentrated on 
the erection of as many new houses as possi- 
ble Here in the United States, demolition 
of old houses, except in the case of unlivable 
conditions, should be left for this second 
stage. Moreover, slum clearance and the re- 
development of blighted areas are possible 
only when legislation exists for condemna- 
tion of property without unreasonable com- 
pensation. Such legislation will come only 
afier long public education. 

The English bill puts the greatest respon- 
sibility for sound housing on the local au- 
thorities, with certain rights of supervision 
being reserved to the central Government. 
Other European countries have found such 
decentralization of responsibility the most 
efficient method of administration. 

In America, just formulating a housing 
policy, it would be well from the outset to 
establish a system of housing management 
free from political influence. 

The English bill encourages the formation 
of housing associations, public utility socie- 
ties (the equivalent of American limited div- 
idend companies) and other voluntary bodies 
(co-operatives). Here the Ministry of Health 
has based the provisions of the bill on the 
Dutch and German practice 

Another section of the bill completely re- 
verses past English housing policy in so far 
as it allows for building flats. Here again, 
Continental experience is followed, although 
multiple dwellings are contrary to English 
tradition and to the theory held by many 
that the single-family house (‘the English 
cottage) is the only decent form of housing. 

No one can deny that the need for housing 
is critical in the United States. No one'can 
gainsay that low-cost housing facilities are 
deplorably inadequate. Private capital has 
never found good low-cost housing a profit- 
able field. Ground has been broken by the 
Federal ‘Housing Administration’ and the 
Housing Division of the Publie Works Ad- 
ministration, but if an acute housing short- 
age. shows up soon, as I believe it will, there 
must be quick action. It cannot wait on 
prolonged investigation. Serious study can 
goon at the same time with ‘building, but 
would it not be the part of common sense 
to take advantage of the costly “research” 
and demonstration already carried on in 
European countries, and to profit by their 
conclusions? The United States can, if it 
will, start at a point reached in Europe after 
15 years of large-scale experimentation.

The proposals the leaders are 
urging be dropped are: 

Title 11—the central banking fea- 
ture-—-of the administration’s bank- 
ing reform bill. This far-reaching 
provision is violently opposed by 
Senator Carter Glass and banking 
interests. 

The provision, in the administra- 
tion's holding corporation bill, abol- 
ishing certain types of utility hold- 
ing companies. The entire power 
industry is arrayed against this 
legislation. 

The Wagner labor disputes bill, 
opposed by practically every em- 
ployer organization in the country, 

The first two measures are cer- 
tain of enactment if allowed to 
come to a vote. The House already 
has passed the central banking pro- 
viso. There also is a 50-50 chance 
that the Wagner bill can be put 
through.

There is a general wrong impres- 
sion that West Point is a profes- 
sional college, like a law school or 
a medical college. The technical 
education of an officer comes later 
in the service schools, taking sev- 
eral years for the finished prod- 
uct. The sole purpose of West 
Point is to lay a foundation of 
soldierly character and general 
learning for later finishing. 

There is a complete course in 
mathematics. The other courses, in 
languages, law, literature, history 
and the sciences, are primary. Mili- 


tary instruction is largely in minor | 


tactics. The life is severely simple 
and physical training of all men 
is unsurpassed. 

But the whole academic course 
is rudimentary. The instructors are 
not ‘experts. There are no great 
educators. These shortcomings are 


offset by an unusual thoroughness. | 


Every cadet recites in every sub- 
ject every day, and final deficiency 
in any subject means instant dis- 
charge. Plebe year instills a pride 
to which failure is a disgrace. 
That fact maintains the very rig- 
orous standards of proficiency. 
The graduated result is a know- 
ledge of essential fundamentals— 
few, but ground into the bone. It

INGING comes natural to Bing 
G ina. strange as it May seem, hes 

never had a lesson of any kind in 
his life. Everyone in his family 
sings some of them better than 
others, of course, but they all sing. 
His youngest brother, Bob, now is 
a singer with a well known orches- 
tra. If you stroll around the Para- 
mount studios, you may often hear 
that Crosby voice booming forth. 
While it may be Bing’s voice, it 
might not be For his manager- 
brother, Everett, sounds remarkably 
like Bing when he sings. 

Bing’s great-grandfather sailed 
around the Horn from New En- 
gland in ‘49 and doubtless sang 
sailor chanteyvs. The reason he 
sailed around to California was that 
gold had been discovered in the 
Golden West and Captain Crosby 
wanted a part of it. With him on 
his voyage, he took his son, Na- 
thaniel. That was Bing's§ grand- 
father. 

When Captain Crosby reached 
California, he found that many oth- 
ers were searching for gold and 
that it required lots of work to se- 
cure. Nuggets weren't lving around 
on the ground, as reports had had 
it. So, knowing more about sail- 
ing the seas than digging in the 
ground, Captain Crosby and _ son 
decided to stick with the sea.
